This grand jury is the same 
one that indicted Shelton, Walker 
and Kelly in June on, chafges of 
assault with intent to kill Rich- 
ard Murphy Jr., a carpenter, in a 
brawl last Memorial day. State’s 
Attorney Hull presented the evi- 
dence in that case, which the 
Sheltons contended supported a 
Charge of common dssault at 
most. It was for the purpose of 
dropping these indictments that 
Gatewood solicited the bribe, the 
recording showed. The charge 
still is pending against Walker 
and Kelly. 

Hull, who disqualified himself in 
the investigation, denied that his 
friend, Gatewood, had authority to 
represent -him in dealing with 
Shelton or in any other matters.

The Labor day message is open to cri ism 
however, when the President uses it to say that 
“there is at present on the statute books a law 
which unfairly restricts labor unions and their 
members. It must be repealed.” Of course, Mr. 
Truman is referring to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
This act has been very badly misrepresented 
both by Mr. Truman and the unions, which have 
called it a “slave labor law.” 

Now, there are certain respects in which the 
Taft-Hartley Act should be amended, but on the 
whole it does not deserve the sweeping con- 
demnation which Mr. Truman and organized 
labor have given it. It embodies necessary cor- 
rections of the Wagner Act, a law which proved, 
after years of experience, to have been unduly 
partial to labor. The Taft-Hartley Act has op- 
erated to remove injustices to employers and, as 
a matter of fact, has succeeded remarkably well. 

Furthermore, and to get more directly to the 
point, Mr. Truman knows that there is little 
likelihood that the Taft-Hartley Act will be re- 
pealed, even in the event of an unexpected 
Democratic victory in November. It is doubtful 
if the President could get his own party to fol- 
low him in such an action. The voting on the 
act in the Eightieth Congress shows that a ma- 
jority of Democrats voted for the law along with 

Republicans. 

When the bill passed the Senate, the Demo- 
crats divided 21 to 21. In the House, 93 Demo- 
crats supported the bill, as against 22 nays. The 
combined vote was 114 Democrats for, 43 op- 
posed. Mr. Truman then applied the veto. As 
we have pointed out before, “when the question 
of overriding the veto came up, the issue was 
twofold: standing by the President as well as 
appraisal of the bill on its merits. This time 
there was a slender margin in the Senate for 
Mr. Truman, 22 Democrats against overriding to 
20 in favor. But the House vote went lopsidedly 
for repudiating the veto. There the vote was 106 
to override and only 71 to sustain the President.” 

Largely on his personal Taft-Hartley record, 
Mr. Truman has won'the support of CIO-PAC 
and most of the top AFL leaders in the coming 
campaign. But these leaders needn’t deceive 
themselves that Mr. Truman’s @ictory would 
mean the end of the Taft-Hartley law. Even in 
the questionable event that it should be re- 
pealed, it would have to be replaced (as the 
Democratic platform fuzzily acknowledges) with 
another comprehensive law of the same type. 

The Taft-Hartley Act represents a historical 
swinging of the pendulum. Events make it clear 
that the pendulum is not yet ready to swing 
back. 
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A Look at ‘‘The Invisible Governor’’ 


A year ago the spotlight played on “Dear Bob” 
Medill as Director of the Illinois Department of 
Mines and Minerals at the time the Centralia 
blast killed 111 men. Now it is showing up an- 
other department head in the present admin- 
istration at Springfield, Mark A. Saunders, 
Director of the Department of Finance. 

Saundérs signed the $6,000,000 check to pur- 
chase the Burnham building in Chicago for the 
state, which former Illinois Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Warren H. Orr charges was previously under 
option to the state for $4,800,000. Saunders was 
one of seven sued by tenants of the building. 
The presumption is that the option was allowed 
to lapse and that the state paid the larger sum 
unnecessarily. 

Around Kewanee, where Saunders used to be 
Mayor, they call him “the invisible Governor.” 
This refers to his power at Springfield over 
patronage. He “moves state employes around 
like pawns.” One former employe in the State . 
Labor Department told the Post-Dispatch: “I 
ran for the General Assembly, but I forgot to 
ask ‘God’ first. I was taken off the state payroll 
at once.” |

First, if underwater offensive warfare gets far 
ahead of defensive measures, this nation is not 
going to be able to control the seas. Second, it 
was announced in Washington last week that the 
Navy would keep only one battleship in commis- 
sion, thus releasing. more men and money for 


the anti-submarine program. Third, the Navy is | 


now building a 60,000-ton carrier (biggest one 
afloat is 45,000 tons) which will certainly repre- 
sent a lot of eggs in one basket and a mighty 
fine submarine target.

coe Dunsany’s introduction to “Bridie 
Steen” calls it one of-the great novels of 
our time, not quite to be forgotten in a 
hundred years.

Even the reporters traveling 
with Wallace, representing some 
of the biggest newspapers in the 
country, are regarded by the na- 
tives as part of a Moscow-directed 
conspiracy to destroy segregation 
laws and other Southern institu- 
ions. 

In a restaurant at Birmingham, 
one unwise young reporter told a 
waitress that he and the people 
with him were traveling with Wal- 
lace and would appreciate quick 
service, to catch a train for a 
night run to Jackson, Miss. This 
group ordered sandwiches, but 
they never came. After waiting 
for 25 minutes, the men left with- 
out eating. 

Perhaps the toughest part of 
this trip is the roadside lunch. 
Wallace will not go into a public 
eating place, because Negroes can- 
not eat there. Reporters have to 
keep up with Wallace, and s0 
must eat box lunches with him

Shoestring Operation. 

This Southern trip has estab- 
lished one thing—the Wallace cam- 
paign is a shoestring operation. 

A couple of thousand dollars 
was collected on this trip in a 
few meetings in Virginia, before 
the Wallace group ran into stiff 
hostility, but the trip managers 
have run into budget troubles, 
and have even had to ask news- 
paper men for transportation pay- 
ments in advance to keep solvent. 

Trade unionists and other Wal- 
lace volunteers. contributed the 
use of their private automobiles 
to haul the Wallace party from 
Durham to Asheville, N.C., a two- 
day trip, but the reporters paid 
the Wallace trip manager for their 
transportation.

But where can a common ground 
be discovered? The Western pow- 
ers are committed to free and 
democratic elections in which the 
Communists would assuredly meet 
with total rout. The Communists 
won only 20 per cent of the ballots 
in the election of October 1946, 
Today, as a result of the blockade 
the figure would probably be less 
than 20 per cent. 

Such are the dilemmas making 
it improbable that the Berlin dis- 
cussions can be a matter for oyver- 
night settlement.

Sailors trapped below can es- 
ecape and come up with a rubber 
breathing pouch that looks like 
a knapsack and is. worn on the 
chest. This artificial lung, now 
standard equipment on United 
States submarines, was designed 
by Rear-Adm. Charles B. Momm- 
sen, and is a 3-in-1 lifesaver. In 
a gas-floodéd submarine, it’s a 
gas mask, in a water-flooded sub- 
marine a lung to mount you to 
the surface, and once on the sur- 
face, it’s your life preserver. 

My first day of training, using 
this lung for gills, I had already 
escaped from a diving bell sub- 
Merged at 12 feet and from a 
closed, flooded chamber at 18 
feet. These escapes are obliga- 
tory for all submarines. I had 
also escaped from a closed cham- 
ber at 50-foot depth, an optional 
workout for the long 100-foot 
ascent, which is also voluntary. 

About one submariner in three 
volunteers for the deeper ascents. 
The lung has been tested under 
simulated conditions as deep as 
357 feet, but the deepest actual 
escape known is from 216 feet. 

The lung is a sort of bellows 
worked by the human breath. You 
grip a rubber mouthpiece, like a 
boxer does, holding it with your 
teeth and inclosing it with your 
lips. The poisonous air of your 
breath is absorbed by a pocket of 
chemicals inside the bellows. The 
lung is good for about 20 minutes’ 
use. Since you rise 50 feet per 
second you have in theory enough 
air to rise safely from 1000 feet 
of water. 

We stood together, 11 subma- 
riners and one newspaf:r man, in 
a closed torpedo chamber at the 
foot of the 100-foot column of 
water. “The air is going to jump 
to 140 degrees when I flood this 
chamber,” said Chief Edward Shel- 
kowski of Norwich, Conn. “If 
your face and shoulders burn, 
splash water on yourself,” said 
Chief J: D. Price of Chattanooga. 
Both men were plump, bald and 
serious. 

Turning to his voice-box, Shel- 
kowski said “flooding down.” 
Water began pouring into the 
compartment at our feet. As it 


grew faint and deaf, then painful. 

I swallowed fast, trying to keep 

ahead of the rising temperature. 

The water passed our naked 

abdomens and reached our chests.

In a voice that 
squeaked with the pressure, Chief 
Shelkowski said: “Don’t forget if 
you lose your mouthpiece, breathe 
out your air fast. If you go up 
full of compressed air, your lungs 
will burst and, you may die of air 
embolism.”

THE TRUTH ABOUT “OSCAR.” 


FEW weeks ago I reported 
A here that, according to a popu- 

lar theory, the figurine, award- 
ed by the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences, was 
nicknamed Oscar by Bette Davis 
who, at the time, was married to 
Harmon Oscar Nelson, her first 
husband. 

I can now report the true 
origin of “Oscar.” thanks to 
Eugene Murphy, publie relations 
counsel for the academy. He has 
sent me a reprint from the 1947-48 
Motion Picture Almanac which 
tells “The Truth About Oscar.” 

The statuette was sculptured in 
1927 by George Stanley of Los 
Angeles. But, the article. states, 
“the golden figure was still with- 
out a name that day in 1931 when 
Mrs. Margaret Herrick, present 
executive secretary of the acad- 
emy, reported for her first day’s 
work as librarian. A copy of the 
statuette stood on an executive's 
desk, and she was formally intro- 
duced to the figurine as the fore- 
most member of the organization. 

“She regarded it for a moment. 
‘He reminds me,’ she observed, ‘of 
my Uncle Oscar.’ 

“Nearby sat a newspaper col- 


umnist, and the next day his syn- 


dicated copy contained the line 
‘Employes have affectionately 
dubbed their famous statuette 
“Oscar.”’ From that day on he 
has been Oscar.” 

“Mrs. Herrick disclaims any 
marked resemblance between Os- 
ear and Uncle Oscar, and admits 
now that her history-making 
words were voiced in utter 
whimsy. A lot of history is made 
that way. Meanwhile, Oscar has 
never met Uncle Oscar, and Uncle 
Oscar probably never heard of 
Oscar. 

“The academy's Oscar is 10 
inches high, weight seven pounds, 
his insides being bronze, and his 
exterior gold plate. He costs 
about $100.

throw low cards and play every 
hand for three matched sets. 
Furthermore, if he wants any 
other low card it almost surely 
is merely as a fourth to add to 
a matched set. 


The player who starts by dis- 
earding a five is very likely to 
be advertising. Of course any 
first discard is likely to be an 
advertiser, but my experience has 
been that the five spot is more 
likely to be an advertiser than 
any other card. In fact, it is 
likely to be a double or triple 
advertiser. So, if your epponent 
starts by heaving a five be very 
wary of throwing another five or 
the six or four of the same suit 
until such time as you get some 
further indication of safety.

may well hold a hand with two 
matched sets, an ace, deuce, three 
and some odd high card.

Those players who measure an 
opening two bid by the “assur- 
ance of game in hand” wil] be 
given the (rare) chance to gloat 
over this case. Admittedly, South 
could not count 10 sure tricks at 
spades, but the rest of us, whose 
rule of thumb is somewhat more 
flexible, would like to be dealt 
South’s holding regularly! By 
every normal and logical stand- 
ard, South could expect to make 
game, ard since his honor-trick 
total and number of controls were 
excellent, nis opening two-bid was 
entirely justified. 

In this particular instance, how- 
ever, South came out wth exactly 
eight tricks — six trumps, one 
heart and one diamond! With no 
possibly entry in dummy, and 
with the diamonds so badly di- 
vided, South was helpless. West 
opened his singleton trump, and 
after that the defenders merely 
had to avoid making a mistake. 


If South ~ ad known the precise 
lie of cards, he could have trapped 
West into an end play that would 
have cost that player a trick, in 
hearts or diamonds, but there 
was nothing to indicate the bad 
diamond break, and South’s two- 
trick defeat was attributable to 
bad luck, not bad bidding or 
play. ei 
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
